hit the deceased three times over the 
head. He had been awakened by a 


rattling sound “like the rattling of 
sticks,” 

Cross-examination brought out the 
admission that he had talked over the 
affair with several persons since it 
happened. He- mentioned some of 
those with whom he had spoken, which 
evidence was directly contrary to that 
given by other witnesses, who had 
sworn positively that they had never 
talked over the matter with anyone 
since the day of the fatality. 

The evidence of Parofti Drapaka, 
brother of the deceased, was consi- 
dered as most important, in that it was 
Parofti who had engaged in a strug- 
gle with the accused immediately after 
the murder was alleged to have been 
committed, 

When he woke up he heard a noise 
and he saw Mandrick and Iwasiuk 
taking the stick away from Powliuk, 
the accused. When got up he said to 
Powliuk: “Do you just beat my bro- 
ther sleeping.” Powliuk had replied 
to him: “How long do you it, to 
eat me up?” 

Parefti Drapaka denied absolutely 
that he had talked over the case or 
the evidence which was to be sub- 
mitted to any but his brother-in-law, 
Vrenka, and that was only last Wed- 
nesday. 

Tanaski Chomic, was the next wit- 
ness called. He had slept outside the 
night of the trouble. He woke up in 
the morning about 4:30 and saw 
Powliuk looking around in his wagon. 
He took from one wagon a few sheaves 
to feed his horses. He had spoken to 
Powliuk later, noticed blood on his 
face and asked him how he got it. 
Powliuk had said that Drapaka had 
hit him. 

A little later he heard a tussel in 
the house and going up saw Mandrick 
and others taking the stick away from 
the accused, 

Cross-examination by Mr. MacKay 
brought out the statement that he had 
heard from his neighbors that the de- 
ceased was ‘‘quarrelsome in some 
places,” 

Constable Rodger, 

William Rodger, constable, was then 
called by the Crown. He told of being 
acoused by Mike Drekul and his wife 
about 5 o'clock in the morning. The 
accused was in front of the town hall 
when he came out of the house. The 
town hall was very near his house. 
Mr. and Mrs Drekul, the accused and 
Rodger walked over to the shack to- 
gether. Drekul had said there had 
been a fight in his house, Reaching 
the house he saw the deceased lying 
upon the bench. Drekul had said that 
Powliuk had hit him. Powliuk did not 
deny this, and when asked why he did 
it had replied: “To protect myself.” 
Evidence at the preliminary wag then 
brought in, and Roger's evidence then 
was that Powliuk had said “I struck 
him. He was going to kill me.” 
Rodger admitted on the stand yester- 
day that this was what Powliuk had 
said, 


Defence Witness, 

After the Crown had rested its case 
the first witness for the defense was 
called, one Antone Keryluk. Keryluk's 
chief evidence was to the effect that 
the deceased had attacked Powliuk at 
a wedding 6 or 7 years ago, Powliuk 
had given Drapaka money to send to 
his wife in the old country to buy 
some sheepskin coats. Powliuk had 
never accounted for the coats or the 
money. Drapaka had a knife in his 

and and struck the accused over the 

head, inflicting a severe wound. 
John Mandrick’s Evidence. 

John Mandrick, the man who jump- 
ed out of bed early in the morning 
when he saw Elia Powliuk standing 
with stick upraised over his head in 
a position where he could hit Sidor 
Drapaka, and took the stick away from 
the accused, was upon the stand in 
the morning, and after giving his ver- 
sion of the affair, was put through a 
vigorous cross-examination by Hon, A. 
G. MacKay, K.C., who is acting for the 
defendant. 

Mandrick did not see any blows 
struck, but he heard a noise and jump- 
ing out of bed caught the stick with 
which the blows are said to have been 
struck, 

The one point which was brought 
out by the defence was the fact that 
Mandrick felt absolutely sure that the 
stick was held in buen hands like a 
baseball bat. Mandrick was not only 
sure of this, but he emphasized it by 
a visualization of the act. Hon A. G. 

‘acKay produced the testimony given 

by Mandrick at the preliminary hear- 
ing, at which time Mandrick had said 
that the stick was held by Powliuk in 
his right hand only high above his 
head. He had shown the court at 
that time how it was held.

Why Prohibit Margarine?

All of us mirht be buying margarine 
12 cents a pound instead of butter 
at 40 cents but for one little obstacle— 
namely, that parliament has prohibit- 
od the use of margarine.

I shall only add in 
this connection that if the Prussians 
continue to send Zeppelins over Lon- 
don it is ten to one that the day will 
come when their home sheds will see 
them no more.”
